Da Vinci's Career. 


Leonardo da Vinci was a great Ital- 


ian painter and sculptor, architect and 
civil and military engineer, a scientific 
iuveator and a man of universal gen- 
ius. He was born in Vinci, near l-'lor- 
ence. in U-T2. Two of ais earlier pro- 
ductions are still extant—"The Adora- 
tion or' the Magi." in the gallery of the 
Cffizi at Florence, and "The Virgin of 
the liocks." in the British National gal- 
lery. His great painting of tbe "Lord's 
Supper" was finished in 1499. The 
original has been whoiiy defaced: but. j 
judging from copies, this work is uni- 
versally regarded as one of the great- 
est ever produced.

At any rate, it was the 


last for awhile. 
I reached England 


when the Germans were attacking 
Liege and asked for permission to go 
over with the British troops that were 
being sent across the channel. I was 
refused. 
No newspaper correspond- 


ents were to be allowed with the army. 
I lost some time trying to convince the 
war office that the world was hungry 
for news of the fighting, but made no 
impression. I crossed the chauaei as 
soon as I could find a boat to take me 
and reached France at a time when 
the Germans -were sweeping south- 
ward toward Paris. 


How I got to the scene of the fight-

The groat scene of my life was one 


morning when 1 reached an elevated 
point wtere 1 could look down on the 
battle raging between two lines, each 
so long that, though I was raised sev- 
eral hundred feet above them. I could 
cot see either end of either army. 
Xear by the thunder of heavy ord- 
nance, the b-r-r-r-r-r of machine guns. 
the rattle of rifie firing, sounded like 
a storm, while 011 either side the 
sounds grew fainter and fainter in the 
distance, like rolling thunder dying 
away. Directly beneatb me was a bat- 
tery of large cannon screened from the 
enemy by a thicket. On a knoll slight- 
ly in advance of it stood an officer with 
a telephone receiver to his ear and 
a transmitter at his lips, giving the 
gunner the range. They were firing 
beyond tie point they intended to 
hit, and he was doubtless giving them 
orders to reduce the distance, for I 
noticed that with every snot their 
shells exploded nearer to the French 
lines till at last they burst In a field 
where infantry were standing under 
arms and the shrapnel scattered among 
them caused frightful gaps in their 
ranks. 


Above aeroplanes were moving hith- 


er and thither, some darting away to 
the east, some to the west and some 
coming from both east and west.

all meant. When the tide of battle 
had surged over this house the in- 
mates had hidden in the cellar. I call- 
ed out: "Je ne suis pas Allemand. made- 
moiselle. Je suis Americain." (I am not 
German. I am American.) Then, tak- 
ing up the la in p. I descended the stairs. 
Huduied together was an old man, an 
old woman aad several children. The 
girl I had seen stood between me and 
them. 


Never have I seen a more pitiable 


sight. These people were living in a 
cellar, into which little light permeat- 
ed.
